snail be unlawful for 
any dairyman, or o^wer or agent of 
either, to olfer for aale or aell any 
milk within the Hknlts of the City 

of Paris, Kentucky, for human con- 
sumption whether the owner of 
such milch cow be a resident or not, 
of said city,- the cow or cows from 
which aaid milk ia given^ shall first 
be given the tuberculin* test (The 
Standard to be set by the State 
Veterinarian of Kentucky); that said 
test .shall be given to each, of such 
cow or cows at least onee im aach 
twelve months, proTidins any cow or 
cows being what is termed re-actor 
to such test, then in that event such 
test shall be given at least once 
every four months. Also any suspi- 
cious re-actor shall b^ iylated and 
sale of nllk or pr od ucts from her 
be stopped until another test is 
made, and that test not before six 
weeks.
